PARIS, France, Jan. 22.—The great 
fashion war has ended in a com- 
promise.

Evening dresses will remain long, 
but afternoor dresses will be medium, 
while sports and informal clothes will 
be triumphantly short—this is the 
authentic forecast of the spring open- 
_ings in which tomorrow the fashion- 
able couturiers of Paris will present 
their great semi-annual showings. 


Thus the first round in the giddy 
skirt squabble ends with defeat for 
the French. Paris wanted everything 
about as long as the Hiffel tower is 
high. American women’s clubs: and 
American style experts, and especially 
American importers with huge stocks 
of short-skirted models, protested-—— 
and won. 

Paris is excited as the openings 
open. Hundreds of buyers are here 
tiptoeing in line for tomorrow's rush.

Your letter of January 21, ad-

your approval on the _ present 
finance sheet because it carried 
appropriations for certain pay- 
ments for park land, is received 
and has been read before this 
body. 

We note your suggestion that 
you request the grand jury that 
its consent be given for the ap- 
proval of the paper in order that 
the wages of employes and the 
maintenance of various depart- 
ments of the city will not be de- 
laved or held up. 

We also note that you men- 
tion a suit bas already been filed 
in the name of L. B. Griffith 
and Carl F. Hutcheson concern- 
ing the appropriations in the 
present finance sheet for the 
John A. White park and Chose- 
wood park, which were the park 
lands about the purchase of which 
the grand jury complained. 


We also note that you signi- 
fiel an agreement on your part 
not to sign checks or to pay any 
money on account of the purchase 
of these parks, even though you 
should approve the finanee sheet, 
until the grand jury has made the 
investigation it desires to make. 

The grand jury begs to report 
to you through the writer, as its 

foreman, that none of the reasons 
| you give are agréeable or accept- 
able to this body. 

In the first place, for many 
years it is a well-known fact that 
the January finance sheet has 
been subject to many arguments 
and delays before its adoption, 
sometimes running into months. 
and, while we do not wish to 
cripple any of the city’s depart- 
ments, we know that this is not 
necessarily done when these de- 
lays are occasioned. 

We beg to say also that the 
suit now filed in the name of L. 
B. Griffith and Carl F. Hutche- 
son was not instigated by nor 
has it any connection with the 
work and the request made by 
this body. It is an independent 
action on the part of these two 
gentlemen without any reference 
to or suggestion from this grand 
jury. 

Regarding your assurance not 
to sign any checks on account of 
the purchase of these parks, while 
the grand jury does not doubt 
your good faith in this matter, 
experiences in the past hare 
shown that sometimes the absence 
of the chief official from the city. 
leaving others to sign various pa- 
pers and checks for the city, very 
easiiv brings about very different 
conclusions to matters. 

For these various reasons. with 

the explanations given, this grand 
Jury insists that all of the appro- 
priations in the present sheet con- 
cerning payments of either prin- 
cipal or interest touching the pur- 
chase of the John A. White park 
and the Chosewood park be strick- 
en from the present finance shect. 
and that the sheet be readopted 
by the general council and alder- 
manic board before you give it 
your signature of approval. We

The Mayor’s Letter.

Dear Sil: 

I am ia receipt of sour letter 
of January 21, encivelag reselu- 
tion passed by the grande jury re- 
questing me either to veto or 
withhold approval cn the present 
finance sheet because same car- 
ries certain appropriations fer 
payment of principal and inier- 
est on the purchase of the Johu 
A. White park, Chosewood park, 
Ragsdale park and other park 
lands, as well as certain other 
appropriations including interest 
on notes for the purchase of the 
parks mentioned and other parks. 

Any communication from the 
grand jury is received by me with 
the utmost respect, and, by its 
terms, ordinarily would receive 
unquestioned compliance. 

However, I think it well to sub- 
mit to yourself and the grand 
jury the following facts: 

The present sheet provides for 
the maintenance of the city gov- 
ernment and its departments and 
its public works. 

This includes all employes, 
their wages, as well as public en- 
terprises. 

if I veto the sheet, I stop all 
these payments and undertakings 
and works. ee 

Aside from the appropriations 
mentioned, 1 happen to know that 
the present sheet is one of the 
most economical the city coun- 
cil of Atlanta has ever adopted. 

Therefore, if it can be avoided, 
the sheet should be approved and 
the matters you refer to after- 
wards held up. 

Therefore, I am suggesting for 
the consideration of the grand 
jury that the sheet, which is at 
most tentative, be approved so 
that all city expenditures may be 
legally authorized, with the as- 
surance on my part during the 
present year, that being the year 
this sheet is in foree, that I will 
hold up the matters referred to 
in your letter until, as requested 
therein, the grand jury and other 
citizens have ample time to take 
proper and legal action concern- 
ing same. 

As mayor of the city of Atlan- 
ta, 1 suggest that this would be 
the better course, so that the city 
work and workers can go on, and 
at the same time you have just 
as much assurance now as you 
yould have from the veto of the 
present sheet that I will hold up 
the matters in question until your 
body has all the time you desire 
to investigate these matters and 
take such action thereon as you 
find advisable. 

In this case I beg to advise 
that a suit has been filed in the 
Fulton superior court in the 
name of L. B. Griffith and Carl 
Hutcheson against the city of At- 
lanta. I. N. Ragsdale, B. Grabam 
West and J. H. Ewing. Jr.. con- 
cerning the appropriations in the 
present finance sheet for the John 
A White park and the Chosewood 
park 

I may mention here that these 
are the only appropriations -of 
which I have any knowledge in 
the present sheet. 

These appropriations were at- 
tacked on the ground that the 
parks were purchased by action 
of a prior council on credit and 
that the prior council could not 
bind subsequent councils to pay 
any debts which they made, It 
requires the vote of the people for 
a municipality to go in debt. 
temporary restraining order has 
been issued on this suit and this 
will hold up any payments until 
said suit is disposed of. 

I. therefore, write to know if 
your body does not concur in the 
suggestion that for municipal rea- 
sons the sheet be approved with 
an agreement on my part not to 
sign checks or pay any money on 
account of purchase of these 
parks until your body has had 
all the time it desires to make the 
investigation undertaken.

With headquarters of the Southern 
Beil Telephone and Telegraph Com- 
pany located here, representing the 
concentration of telephone activities 
for the states of Alabama, Florida, 
Georgia, Kentucky, Louisiana, Missis- 
sippi, Tennessee, North and South 
Carolina, Atlanta’s growth as a city is 
splendidly reflected in the statistical 
information which the telephone com- 
pany gathers. 


69,255 in Service. 
On December 31, 1929, 69,255 tele- 


phones were in service in Atlanta, a 
gain of 2,329 new telephones for the 
year, and an increase from 17,768 in 
1912 and from 30,694 in 1920. The 
latter figure shows that the number 
of telephone users in the city has 
more than doubled in the past decade. 


It is now estimated by engineers of 
the company that there will be 115.- 
000 telephones in service in Atlanta 
in 1940, a potential, increase of more 
than 600 per cent in thirty years, 

The local telephone plant required 
to render this service has been ex- 
panded to meet this growth until it 
is now twice as large as the plant 
service in 1020. More than 642,000 
local calls are handled every day. Of 
these, 167,900 are dial calls and 474,- 
0900 are manual calls, This is an in- 
crease of 100,000 calls per day during 
the past three years. 

Among the big telephone projects 
now under way in Atlanta to care 
for the growth of the immediate 
future are the new long distance 
building and the installation of new 
dial equipment to replace the present 
main switchboard. 

Long Distance Center. 

Atlanta, also, is the largest long 
distance center and the most impor- 
tant toll switching point in the south- 
cast. At present, there are an av- 
erage of 4,250 originating long dis- 
tance calls and 4,000 switched calls 
per day. The originating calls are 
made by the Atlanta telephone users 
while the switched calls come into 
Atlanta from other points and are 
dispatched to their destination. 


There are now 300 circuits termi- 
nating in- Atlanta and extending di- 
rectly to 110 different cities. The 
heavy volume of business requires 13 
circuits each to Birmingham and Ma- 
con, seven to New York, five each to 
Chicago, Miami and Cincinnati, two to 
Detroit and Cleveland and one to Dal- 
las and St. Louis, 

The new long distance switchboard 
will consist of 132 operator's positions 
and is the largest ever installed by the 
Southern Bell company. 


_A long distance cable is also being | 
constructed from Atlanta to New 
York. It has been completed from 


Washington to Greenville, S, C., and 
will be completed to Atlanta in 1931. 
This will be one of the longest toll 
eables in the country and will be 
stormproof. 

Growth Anticipated. 


The long distance expansion now 
under way in Atlanta and throughout 
the south is in anticipation of con- 
tinued growth which is expected to 
result in 725 terminating circuits in 
Atlanta in 1934 as compared with 
300 at present. 


Another of many records Atlanta 
has set up in recent’ years was estab- 
lished in 1929 when, by comparison 
with all southern and southeastern 
cities, including Houston, Birmingham, 
Nashville. Memphis and the larger 
cities of Baltimore, Cincinnati, Pitts- 
burgh and St. Louis, this city ranked 
first in the most miles of operation 
of street railways per pull-in. 


A.“pull-in” in street motive ver- 
nacular, means the withdrawal of 
street car from service when it fails‘ 
to operate under its own power and 
repairs are necessary before it can 
be returned to duty. An example of 
the efficiency of the Atlanta street 
car service is in November’s record, 
when during a month of abnormally 
bad weather—the street cars of the 
Georgia Railway Company operated a 
total of 266,587 miles for every pull- 
in reported, 


Many New Street Cars. 


While some additions to the service 
of the other cities, as well as to At- 
lanta, have been made since the pub- 
lication of a series of advertisements 
concerning its record, it is believed 
that there are more new street cars 
running today on Atlanta’s_ streets 
than have been bought in the last 
seven vears by Birmingham, Jackson- 
ville, Miami. St. Petersburg. Chatta- 
nooga, Nashville, El Paso, Fort 
Worth. Mobile, Raleigh and Asheville 
—all combined. 

“T have this outstanding impression 
of Atlanta,” Joseph Johnson, public 
service commissioner of New York 
state, wrote to power company offi- 
cials after a visit here some months 
ago, “and that is that it has the best 
street railway system in the United 
States that I have visited.” 


Probably there is nothing so signifi- 
cant in Atlanta’s promise of future 
development as the expansion program 
of the Atlanta Gas Light company, or, 
as one of the officials observed, “noth- 
ing which so clearly indicates a large 
corporation’s willingness to gamble on 
the future.” 


Main System Revamped. 


More than one million dollars has 
been expended in revamping the mains 
of the company to meet the changes 
made necessary by the introduction of 
natural gas. An additional $2,500,000 
in the next two years will be spent 
by this public utility alone in the face 
of an estimated forty per cent decrease 
in total revenue based on the services 
it now renders to the community. In 
the past 13 years there has been an 
increase of about fifty per cent in the 
consumption but the plans for the 
future include an expansion to meet 
demands ten times the present ca- 
pacity, based on manufactured gas 
measurements, and twenty times based 
on natural gas. ' 

“A community which has the privi- 
lege of using natural gas,” said John 
C. Diehl, natural gas authority whose 
book is the standard work in schools 
and universities, “for individual and 
domestic consumption grows at a 
greater rate than a community which 
has not been so favorable.”

Picturesque Little Italian Is Vigorous Worker 


Of Militant Dry Act Forces

WASHINGTON, Jan. 22.—It is a 
dull day in the house of representa- 
tives when the high-pitched voice of 
Fiorello H. La Guardia is not raised 
against the eighteenth amendment 
and the Volsttad law. 

The republican congressman from 
Harlem, recently defeated by James 
Walker for the New York mayoralty. 
is the most persistent proponent in 
congress of the anti-prohibition cause. 
When less enthusiastic wets virtually 
gave up the fight last year, La Guar- 
dia went blithely on filling the Con- 
gressional Record with anti-prohibi- 
tion arguments. 

Now his colleagues give him most 
of the credit for rejuvenation of the 
“beer bloc’ and for its ambitious 
propaganda campaign. Despite dis- 
agreements among its 40 dependable 
members, the wet group has reorgan- 
ized and adopted a definite program. 

Wet Leader. 

Although not an officer in the wet 
organization, La Guardia will be a 
leader in its campaign to “smoke out” 
members who are neither wet nor dry 
before the next election and to keep 
the prohibition issue alive until con- 
gress becomes wet. Of this eventual- 
ity, La Guardia and a few of his col- 
leagues admit no doubt. 

La Guardia’s belief in the harm- 
lessness of alcoholic beverages is in- 
grained. The son of an Italian immi- 
grant and army band master, La 
Guardia was brought up on the fare 
which includes table wine. Ever since 
entering congress in 1916 he has been 
an opponent of prohibition. He still 
serves beer and wine at home and sev- 
eral times has publicly invited prohi- 
bition agents to interfere. 

His congressional service was inter- 
rupted by the World War, in which 
he served as an aviation major on the 
Italian front, and later for two years, 
when he was aldermanic president of 
New York. 


Master of Languages. 

La Guardia was educated in the 
Prescott (Ariz.) high school, close to 
the army post where his fether was 
stationed. He was appointed to the 
consular service when 19 and served 
at Budapest and Trieste for four 
years. Later he returned to this coun- 
try and studied law. He is master 
of several languages, including Italian 
and Yiddish. 

Last year he took an hour off from 
congressional duties to marry his sec- 
retary, Miss Marie Fisher. She is 


still his secretary. The ceremony was 
performed by the late Representative 
O. J. Kvale, of Minnesota, who was 
elected to congress on a “drier than 
Volstead” platform, defeating Volstead 
himself, 

Whatever descriptive merit Da 
Guardia’s first name, which means lit- 
tle flower, may have had when it was 
bestowed has been lost during the 48 
years of his busy life. He is short 
and stocky with the swarthy complex- 
ion and black hair of the Latin. 

In debate on the floor he suggests 
a fighting cock more than a flower. 
He talks rapidly, his right arm work- 
ing like a piston to emphasize every 
statement.

To begin with, we regular doctors 
are funny about it, really funny. As 
a rule we arbitrarily insist that sur- 
gical removal of the tonsils, by snares, 
tonsillotomes or cutting instruments of 
various types, or by dissection with 
blunt instruments or the fingers—this 
is known as “enucleation” of the ton- 


isils, is the only way to deal with 


them. We are wont to argue that 
only by such formal, and sometimes 
surgical procedure is it 
possible to make a thoro job of it 
and dispose of the entire tonsil. We 
have been taught by great teachers 
that all other methods are futile, in- 
adequate and unworthy of serious 
consideration by a physician or spe- 
cialist of standing or ability. This 


‘attitude may have been fair and rea- 


sonable 10 years ago, but the world 
moves and the doctor who still takes 
such an attitude in regard to the 
treatment of enlarged or infected ton- 
sils is simply funny—if your own 
tonsils are not at his mercy. 

Just when diathermy was invented{ 
I don’t know, but I do know that it! 
was refined and adapted for the treat- 
ment of enlarged and diseased tonsils 
only two or three years ago. So it 
is probably too early to expect the 
rank and file of the profession to be 
fully informed about this new methéd, 
or its value in this particular appli- 
cation. 

Another humorous aspect of the 
tonsil question is the policy of the 
leading medical journal, which num- 
bers at least two-thirds of the reput- 
able physicians of the country among 
its subscribers (though how many of 
em read it is another question). This 
publication printed, a year ago, a 
by two young Chicago 
condemning the new method 
as inad’quate, on what I consider in- 
sufficient grounds. But the unfavor- 
able impression so broadcast among 
the physicians has become the settled 
view or opinion of many a good doc- 

The humor of this is that the 


‘same medical organ rejects favorable 


reports of the method offered by phy- 


isicians of at least as good standing in 


the medical organization itself and 
the editor explains that the method 
is “still in the experimental stage” 
and therefore it would be improper 


‘to print anything favorable about it. 


The editor is a pretty shrewd editor 
but scarcely a physician of experience. 
However, the rank and file of the 
profession has received the bad im- 
pression, and a good many earnest 
physicians are taking a wrong view 
of a method they don’t understand at 


all.

T am a naturalized American 
who served in the World War, 
and tried my level best to live up 
to the ideals of my adopted coun- 
try. There are, however, several 
individuals with whom I come in 
contact, and who call themselves 
100 per cent Americans, one of 
whom took to the shipyards dur- 
ing the war, and another to the 
munitions factories, although both 
were excellent physical specimens, 
and fully able to do front line 
duty. Now after the drums have 
ceased to beat they sneer at my 
foreign birth and cast aspersions 
upon my patriotism, I replied 
to this in a manner which two 
of these one hundred percenters 
appreciated, namely, by knocking 
out the teeth of one and closing 
the eye of the other. Since then 
there has been peace. However, 
I would like your ideas on the 
question first stated, 

Does Americanism depend on 
the accident of birthplace? 


Do not take puerile criticisms too 
seriously. our war record demon- 


that. The two fools who twitted 
you were not worthy of attention. 
However, you seem to have disposed 
of them. 


I confess that few specimens of 
ignorance, conceit and arrogance are 
more insufferable than those of whom 
the two you chastised are typical. 
They and their kidney have made 
“100 per cent” a cant phrase which 
even tub thumping politicians avoid. 
“Professionals” in religion or patriot- 
ism are no better than professionals 
of any other species. Steer clear of 
them. 

Certainly Americanism does not 
depend on one’s birth or anything 
connected with it. Millions of liv- 
ing proofs to the contrary abound 
throughout the republic. They in- 
clude some of its most honored and 
useful citizens. Their predecessors 
began with Alexander Hamilton and 
Albert Gallatin, who was almost 
Hamiltoy’s equal in statesmanship 
and financial ability. Carl Schurz, 
Jacob Riis and Secretary Davis are 
names I select at random. What is 
perhaps the finest gribute to the 
American flag was written by the late 
Secretary Lane, who was, I believe, 
‘of Canadian birth.

control. If this position is. correctly

The 
comparatively recent and rapid de- 
velopment of humane principles in in- 
dustrial relations demonstrates its fal- 
sity. They are one of the indications 
that a more moralized social order is 
in process of formatiog. And social 
ethics now demand a higher plane of 
existence for the unprivileged. As 
Mr. Owen D. Young has well said, the 
working man is entitled not only to 
a living but also to a cultural wage. 
The mixture of motives befogs the 
whole issue. Clear thinking, which 
is also right thinking on matters so 
personal as riches and poverty, is 
sadly to seek because self-interest fre- 
quently dictates opinions and fosters 
prejudices. Nevertheless, amid the 
turmoil of our time, the steady drift 
of social forces is in the direction of 
improvement. You may be sure that 
men will not always give up the ob- 
ject of living for the means to live.

Joseph S. Lawrence, author of 
“Wall Street and Washington,” has 
made some interesting compilations re- 
cently regarding the federal reserve 
system. He says the gross earnings of 
the 12 banks, since the formation of 
the federal reserve 15 years ago, are 
slightly in excess of $900,000, 

Out of every dollar of gross earn- 
ings 42.3 cents are used in the con- 
duct of the bank, 31.6 cents pass into 
surplus, 16.1 cents are paid to the 
United States» government, and 10 
cents go to the sole owners, the mem- 
ber banks. 

“At the end of 1928,” says Mr. 
Lawrence, “the surplus of the federal 
reserve banks amounted to 160 per 
cent of the paid-in capital. By the 
end of. 1929 this had been raised to 
162 per cent. Net earnings for the 
past year amounted to $36,403,000, 
or 22.9 per cent on the average paid- 
in capital. 

“Again this sum was divided as 
follows: $9,584,000 as dividends to 
member banks; $4,283,230 as a fran- 
chise tax to the treaswry, and $22,- 
536,000 to the surplus account.” 


But the withdrawal of member 
banks from the reserve system con- 
tinues, causing much anxiety. Only 
60 per cent of the total deposits of 
the country are part of the federal 
reserve system, 


In the bulletin of the National 
Business Survey Conference—the offi- 
cial organ of the Barnes national 
business committee~<a suggestion is 
made regarding just what information 
from the various industries is wanted 
for a comprehensive survey: 


Ascertain the strong and weak 
spots, 

Pass up the strong ones; just be 
glad they exist.

Find out their causes. 

Determine proper measures for deal- 
ing with them.

The Machine Tool Builders’ Asso- 
ciation of Cincinnati puts the same 
thing this way: “We should not try 
to get users to buy something they 
do not want. But we should try to 
get them to make conservative, sane 
plans to provide the equipment they 
actually do need.” 

Says Julius H. Barnes, the chair- 
man, in his first published statement: 


“Chambers of Commerce in scores 
of cities are Surveying private build- 
ing requirements to determine the ex- 
tent of new building operations which 
may be undertaken prudently.” | 

That tells the story of the national 
committee’s work in an effective and 
comprehensive way. 


Another ruling of the United States 
supreme court has clipped the wings 
of the federal trade commission's 
jurisdiction under the Clayton anti- 
trust act. It was in finding that the 
purchasing by one shoe company of 
the stock of another, when less than 
5 per cent of the business of both is 
obtained in competition with each 
other, does not substantially lessen 
competition, 

This really is a reverse ruling of 
the federal trade commission, which 
directed the International Shoe Com- 
pany to divest itself of the stock of 
the W. H. McElwain Company on the 
cround that it was a violation of the 
Clayton anti-trust act. 

It developed at the hearing that the 
International sells to a country trade, 
while the other company handles city 
trade. 


Yesterday was National Life Insur- 
ance Day in Thrift Week. 

Life insurance has become a form 
of thrift. The United States, with 
one-sixteenth of the world’s popula- 
tion, has more than 70 per cent of 
the total amount of life insurance in 
the entire world. 

That seems big, but yet only about 
half of the population are insured. 
While there is 10 times as much in- 
surance in force today as at the be- 
cinning of 1900, the amount, $100,- 
000,000,000, is searcely equal to the 
sum of the national income for one 
year. 

The national wealth is about $400,- 
000,000,000, as compared with $40,- 
000,000,000, a half century ago. 
that time, banking deposits totalled 
$2.000,000.000, today they are over 
$50,000,000,000. During the same 
time, life insurance policies have in- 
ereased from 700, to more than 
100,000,000—and from $2,000,000,000 
to over $100,000,000,000. 

Reports show that less than 3 per 
cent of the nation’s aggregate income 
is invested annually in life insurance 
premiums. But life insurance, itself, 
represents 87 per cent of the estates 
that are left each year. 

One noted authority believes that 
life insurance eventually will 
garded as “a callable sinking fund 
pooled on the loss of life.” 

The same authority has estimated 
that the needless business loss of the 
country in adult deaths now amounts 
to about $3,000,000,000 annually. 

Life insurance distinctly has a place 
in Thrift Week. 


There is something inspiring about 
Charles R. Flint, the father of trusts, 
who, at S80, has decided to return 
to work.

LIQUOR INJUNCTION 
RAPPED BY U. §. COURT 


OMABA, Neb., Jan. 22.—(#)—Fed- 
eral Judge J. W. Woodrough, in an 
opinion handed down today, declared 
unconstitutional that part of the fed- 
eral prohibition law which permits 
personal injunctions against liquor 
law violators. 


Judge Woodrough’s ruling was in 
the case of Frank Cunningham, of 
Secott’s Bluff, Neb., against whom 
the government had filed several in- 
junction suits on the strength of the 
fact that Cunningham had been ar- 
rested several times on charges of 
selling liquor. 

In a nine-page memorandum Judge 
Woodrough set forth his ruling as fol- 
lows: 

“A trial and acquittal by jury is to 
afford protection against this equity 
process (the personal injunction). Jury 
trial, guaranteed by the constitution 
as the bulwark of liberty, and a 
shield against the oppression of gov- 


ture—if the judge thinks the defend- 
ant is guilty, regardless of what a jury 
might have said in the matter, the 
| judge shall lay perpetual injunction 
upon him and thereafter, during the 
life of the accused, if the judge thinks 
the man has offended again, the judge 
shall imprison him, 

“There runs through the act the 
idea that the man himself, the hu- 
man being, is a nuisance, and so he- 
yond the pale of the right to trial by 
jury.” 

Judge Woodrougk, in aunouncing 
his opinion said the section of the law 
which permits pefsonal injunctions 
has been a “dead letter” in the law 
for ten years because it shocks com- 
mon sense and common understanding 
of the constitution. 

“Who thinks that when a bootleg- 
ger is placed under injunction that he 
will quit for the rest of his life?” the 
judge asked. “The hope and expec- 
tation, and the only one, is that the 
man will be placed in jail without the 
trouble of a jury trial.”

Sewer Experts Reach City 
To Begin Sanitary Survey 


Ezra B. Whitman, and Gustav J. 
Requardt, of the firm of Whitman, 
Requardt & Smith, prominent Balti- 


more sewer experts, arrived in At- 
lanta Wednésday to begin a sanitary 
survey of Atlanta and its environs 
with a view of providing for the sewer 
needs of Atlanta for the next 50 
ears.

work here to be Legun at once. The 
paper was introduced Monday by Mr. 
Carpenter. 

Preliminary work on the survey al- 


ready has been begun by the Balti- 
mé¥e engineers in studies made of the 
topographical surveys which have 
been completed and which were sent 
to the Marvland city by Chief of Con- 
struction Clarke Donaldson after the 
survey had been authorized by unani- 
mous action of city council. 

Confidence was expressed at city 
hall that the mayor would be able 
to handle the delicate situation in 
view of the fact that he has been in- 
formed by attorneys wh filed the 
suit that the action was a friendly 
one and that there is no intention to 
press the petition for a permanent in- 
junction.

A further gain both in demand and 
production for steel is reported in the 
weekly reviews of that trade by recog- 
nized spokesmen for the industry. It 
is added that improvement is not s 
tacular; that consumers are continu- 
ing to be cautious, buying only from 
hand to mouth with the mills still 
having difficulty in arranging roll- 
ing schedules but with the encourag- 
ing fact that specifications continue 
to increase.

THEFT OF 150 CARS 
LAID 10 FOUR YOUTHS 


Questioning four youths concerning 
alleged car stealing activities that 
started in Atlanta more than 18 
months ago, City Detectives Sam 
Smith and J. W. McKibben Wednes- 
day were of the opinion that they 
have uncovered a “syndicate” whereby 
cars are stolen, and all accessories 
and parts disposed of as individual 
units to. dealers for just what price 
they will bring. 

According to police the “syndicate” 
began operation in July, 1927, and 
four boys, three of them just 16 years 
old at that time, were the principals. 
Questioned closely they are said to 
have admitted 28 car thefts since Jan- 
uary 1 of this year and estimated | 
that since they first began operation | 
that they have stolen as many as 150 | 
ears. A record was kept of their 
first 55, it is said. 

The method of handling the cars 
was simple. They would take a ma- 
chine, drive it into the country, strip 
it of all tires, lights and other ac- 
cessories and abandon it. The parts 
of the stripped car would then be sold.

For several years before Josh Cody came to Clem- 
son to coach its teams, the Tigers had to take a vaulting 
pole to reach last place in the conference ranking. 

Now in two seasons Josh Cody has lifted Clemson into the 
rst flight of the conference in football and basketball and a 
eady development is noticed in other sports. The genial giant 
roved a wizard at erasing the chilly inferiority complex that 
semed to assail every Clemson team when it faced a big game. 


FIXTURE NOW. 

It may be that no college in America has experienced such 
sharp upward turn in athletic fortune as has Clemson. It may 
nke some years for those interested to realize just what great 
rork Cody has done. 

And no one imagines that Josh Cody could be taken 

away from Clemson for love nor money. 

Clemson authorities undoubtedly realize what a remarkable 
pach they have picked up right at home and probably will ex- 
nd his authority when a new contract is in order. 


GOOD ONES IN SOUTH. 
Perhaps if Auburn authorities trained their field glasses down 
bit they could find a genius closer home. 

This is not intended as presumptuous advice. It 
merely is by way of pointing out that not all the good 
football coaches are teaching in other sections.

An Expert on Horses. 
Last season horses trained by him won something like $239,000 
in stakes for his employers. Today he stands foremost among the living 
trainers, and, in addition, has an enviable reputation for frankness as 
well as knowledge of the thoroughbred, two things which do yot always 
go together. To man and beast he is known as Sunny Jim Fitzsimmons, 
particularJy with the latter, which is more important in his business. 
He was born in a horse atmosphere, having wandered around 
the fields where the Sheepshead Bay race track used to stand 
when he was a toddler. He could ride almost before he could 
walk, and at the age of 16 was ready to stake his future on 
the horses. Today he has charge of something like $2,000,000 
' worth of thoroughbred horseflesh. It was not always that way. 

At the age of 16 Fitzsimmons was riding the type of race horse 
known as “skinners” on the half-mile tracks for an outfit known as the 
Dwyer Brothers. They operated on the outlaw half-mile tracks on what 
was known colloquially as the “Frying Pan Circuit.” Rations were scarce 
and purses were scarcer. Young Fitzsimmons doubled, or rather trebled 
as trainer, jockey and cook. He boasts that he used to wield a very 
mean skillet and that in one day on this circuit he rode five winners. But 
that was the big day. The life mainly was fiM€d with’ small days. 


Fair Success. 


For a while he rode for the Dwyers at Brighton, but his mounts 
were largely selling platers. He had fair success at this work, but the 
jockey’s nemesis crowded him. He started to accumulate avoirdupois— 
not a great deal—for Fitzsimmons today is a trim little man, but with 
jockeys the ounces count and young Fitzsimmons began to settling down 
to the business of training the horses and letting his lighter brethren 
attend to the riding. He always had a way with the horses. 

His last ride entailed no little physical and mental anguish. 

He was offered the unheard of (in those days) sum of $100 to 
ride a plater with a good chance. He was 15 pounds overweight, 
but he needed that $100. Bundling up in flannels he tried road 
work and lost a few pounds. Then he got an inspiration. There 
was a brick kiln near the track, and after his road work Fitz- 
simmons curled in on the hot bricks. 

That inferno did the work. Trying the scales, the young man who 
needed the $100 badly enough to suffer the tortures of a stage 
beauty in reducing, found that he was well under weight but that he 
was so weak that he hardly could stand. He remembered that he had 
a little whisky in his locker and felt that this would carry him through 
ithe race. ! 
Slipping to the locker, the feeble jockey tilted the flask to 
his lips and took a healthy swig. Then he tottered back. The 
flask contained nothing stronger than cold tea. His brother Pat 
| had been to the locker before him, and after helping himself had 
| put the inadequate substitute in the flask so that the original 
contents would not be missed. 
| Fitzsimmons needed plenty of help to get into the saddle, and while 
‘the race was on he hardly could stay in the saddle. In spite of it the 
|young jockey came home lengths in front. When he was able to walk 
ihe went around looking for the man who owed him the $100. That 
'was about 47 years ago. He hasn’t found him yet. It seems that there 


'were dishonest persons and false promises on the turf of those days. 


| A Track Philosopher. 


| Fitzsimmons was associated entirely with the peasantry of the horse 
‘world until he joined the Quincy stables of James Johnson. Then he 
‘began to handle the real kings of the turf. It was a different atmos- 
phere from the Frying Pan circuit. It was with the Quincy stables that 
Fitzsimmons showed his craft as a trainer. 
Today he is the handler of the greatest, among them Dia- 

volo, of the Wheatley stables of Ogden Mills and Mrs. Henry C. 

Phipps. He has saddled the winner of the Dixie, the Saratoga 

Handicap, the Saratoga Gold Cup,.the Jockey Club Gold Cup, 

the Bowie Handicap and the Pimlico Gold Cup. Diavolo, of course, 

is the apple of the trainer’s eye, the champion distance horse, 

all power, speed and stamina, a real king of the turf.

The Tale of a Whip. 


They say that Fitzsimmons talks horse language, or that if he does | 
not, he understands more of equine dialect than any man who ever was 
associated with horseflesh. “I wish I did,’’ said Fitzsimmons. ‘‘They have 
more intelligence than many of the men who try to handle them. If they 
Only could put it into words. 

“All that I can do is to try to understand them. I can under- 
stand a little—and that helps considerably. Yet I only have a short 
time with them, and it is hard to find out what hurts their feel- 
ings and what they like best. No two horses are alike any more 
than men are alike.’’ 

As a jockey Fitzsimmons was particularly sparing of the whip. There 
is the story of his ride on King Idol, which has long since gone to the 
happy grazing grounds. Fitzsimmons rode him in a race in which Johnny 
Tabor was riding the favorite.

He was riding along neck and neck 
with King Idol with Fitzsimmons up. Tabor was out of temper. 
“I dropped my whip,” he shouted across at Fitzsimmons. “If I had a 
whip I'd beat you.”
